Jet Rhys, of her 
namesake salon in Solana 
Beach, CA tells you how 
to fake it until you make 
it. There's nothing to lose! 

Step 1: Spray a generous 
amount of dry shampoo 
powder to dry hair; brush 
through. 

Step 2: Gather hair as if 
you were going to pull it 
into a low ponytail (leave 
the front section on the 
heavier side of the part out 
of the pony). 

Step 3: Fasten the length 
back with an elastic. 

Step 4: Pull at the pony 
until the hair starts to hug 
the back of the neck. 




Step 5: Roll the ends up 
and hide them underneath 
the rest of hair at the nape; 
fasten with bobby pins. 
Step 6: Take a tail comb 
and ever so slightly tease 
the top section of hair, 
then lightly brush it and 
smooth into place. 

Step 7: Take a 2-inch curl- 
ing iron and roll the bang 
section counter clockwise, 
release, then lightly brush 
away from the face. 

Step 8: Mist with hairspray 
for hold.

The plates of your flat iron heat 
evenly; this is the key to achieving 
curls that last. Once you master the 
technique, a flat iron can be quicker 
than a curling iron.

Hot Tips that are Tops: 

• Curl hair away from the face. 
When you reach the back, it will 
blend together. 

• Practice with the iron off! This 
will avoid potentially burning hair or 
creating creases. 

• Combine different types of curls. 
Try sexy curls with organic boho 
waves — ^sometimes the results look a 
lot more natural! 

• Always shake out curls once 
they've cooled and set in place with a 
moveable styling spray. Try: Redken 
Fashion Work 12 hairspray for hold 
without "crunch". 

• For waves, sections can be 
larger (never wider than the width of 
your plates) combined with faster, 
wider movements as you style. 

• For beach-y waves, use small to 
medium sections and start slow, then 
speed up as you get to the ends. 




DOS & DONTS 



• DON’T forget 
to use a thermal 
heat protectant 
because flat Irons 
can produce a lot 
of heat. We rec- 
ommend Redken 
Iron Shape 11. 

• DON’T hold the 
iron still. This can 
cause a crease, 
so keep it moving 
continuously. 

• DON’Tcurl the 
same section 
without allowing 
hair to cool first. 
Whether the curl 
is too tight or it 
slipped out from 
the iron, let that 
section cool off 
before re-curling. 



• DO work in 
small sections. If 
the section is too 
large, hair will slip 
out and create a 
funky crease. 

• DO glide 
through the 
hair at different 
speeds. For a 
tighter curl, use 
a slower, more 
deliberate motion. 
For looser waves, 
move through the 
sections faster. 

• DO take your 
time to learn the 
compression and 
speed it takes 

to create curls 
that are perfect 
for you.
